Boston  Harbor  is  home  to  one  of  the 
United  States'  oldest  and  most  historic  interna- 
tional tradmg  centers,  the  Port  of  Boston.  A  source 
of  jobs  and  commerce  for  the  13  million  residents  of 
the  six-state  New  England  region,  the  Port  handles 
more  than  21  miUion  tons  of  cargo,  worth  nearly  $8 
biUion  annually. 

Bulk  products  including  petroleum,  nat- 
ural gas,  cement,  scrap  metal,  and  salt  are  proc- 
essed through  the  port's  23  private  termmals  The 
remaming  high  value  general  cargo,  93  percent  of 
which  is  containerized,  is  handled  by  the  three 
public  termmals  ovmed  and  operated  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Port  Authority  (Massport) ,  They  include 
Moran  Container  Terminal  in  Charlestovm  and 
Conley  Terminal  and  Harbor  Gateway  Terminal, 
both  in  South  Boston.

Berth  11  offers  two  40-ton  container  cranes 
on  a  smgle  1000-foot  berth.  Automobiles  are  dis- 
charged at  Berth  16.  Berth  17  is  also  available  for 
handling  containerized  cargo.  Conley  Terminal 
handles  35,000  contamers  annually. 

Harbor  Gateway  Termmal,  South  Boston, 
includes  the  40-acre  Massport  Marme  Termmal, 
used  for  the  discharge  and  handling  of  automobiles 
and  bulk  commodities;  one  miUion  square  feet  of 
covered  storage  space  at  the  former  Boston  Army 
Base;  and  the  Black  Falcon  Cruise  Terminal,  serv- 
ing cruise  ship  passengers.
